S^9®^  HIGH  MILK,  PRODUCTION  PATRIOTIC,  PROFITABLE 

Two  good  reasons  why    County  farmers  should  keep  their 

milk  production  as  high  as  possible  are  the  increasing  military  requirements  for 
milk  products  and  the  increase  in  dairy  production  payments  -which  go  into  effect 

the  first  of  September,   t  ,  chairman  of  the  county  AAA 

committee,  says. 

Production  of  evaporated  milk  and  whole  milk  powder  is  lagging  behind  needs, 
and  butter  procurement  for  the  armed  forces  must  continue  through  October  instead 
of  stopping  in  September  because  of  the  sharp  drop  i^i  butter  production  so  far 
this  year* 

Dairy  production  payments  will  be  increased  2  5  cents  a  hundredweight  for  milk 
and,  four  cents  a  pound  for  butterfat  beginning  September  1«     This  payment  is  made 
to  help  farmers  hold  up  milk  production  at  a  season  when  operating  costs  increase. 

CROP  INSURANCE  ON  THE  CONTOUR 
Contour  furrows  served  as  crop  insurance  this  year  for  A.  F.  Flint,  supervisor- 
cooperator  of  the  Canadian  River  Soil  Conservation  District# 

This  spring  Mr.  Flint  planted  his  contoured  field  only  once  and  grew  a  good 
crop.    Nearly  all  straight-row  fields,  both  on -Mr.  Flint* s  farm  and  on  neighboring 
farms,  had  to  be  replanted  from  one  to  three  times  because  rain  or  wind  covered 
the  newly  seeded  rows,  resulting  in  very  uneven  stands j 

FARM  SLAUGHTER  REP 0?. T3 
Effective  August  21,  any  farmer  who  sold  6/000  pounds  or  less,  dressed  weight, 
of  meat  produced  from  his  own  livestock  during  the  last  12  months  and  having  a 
point  value  other  than  zero  must  file  a  report  of  his  sales  with  the  OPA.  Pre- 
viously, reports  were  required  on  all  sales  of  meat  by  farmers  slaughtering  under 
War  Food  Administration  slaughter  permits.     Since  May  25,  however,  VJFA  has  not 
required  farmers  to  obtain  slaughter  peifailts; 
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WFA  SEEKS  MORS  DEHYDRATED  MEAL 

Tc  increase  the  production  of  dehydrated  alfalfa  meal  for  poultry  and  live- 
stock feed,  the  War  Food  Administration  will  recommend  the  installation  of  new 
alfalfa-meal  dehydrators  for  producers  who  will  convert  at  least  part  of  their 
production  without  using  additional  grinding  equipment*    Dehydrated  meal  contains 
more  Vitamin  A  than  does  sun-cured  meal* 

SCS  RECLAIMS  ABANDONED  FIELDS 

Old  "blow"  fields  in  Guadalupe  County  are  going  back  to  grass*  Cooperators 
of  the  Guadalupe  Soil  Conservation  District  have  completed  the  seeding  of  365  acres 
of  abandoned  fields  on  eight  different  ranches  to  native  grass  mixtures. 

About  9,000  waste  acres  in  the.  district  could  be  put  into  profitable  production 
through  reseeding,  surveys  indicate* 

THE  PRICE  OF  PRICE  SUPPORT 

If  the  government  is  to  support  the  prices  of  most  farm  commodities  for  two 
years  after  the  war,  much  more  money  will  have  to  be  supplied,  in  the  opinion  of 
Robert  H.  Shields,  solicitor  for  WFA  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture* 

"in  view  of  Congress1  promise  .of  continued  price  support,  there  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  that  funds  will  be  forthcoming,"  he  said* 

OPA  EXPECTS  NO  CHANGE  IN  CATTLE  CEILING 

Price  Administrator  Chester  Bowles  says  that  the  OPA  has  no  plans  for  reducing 
the  maximum  prices  for  cattle  during  the  coming  fall  and  winter# 

"You  are  aware,  however,"  he  wrote  the  Kansas  City  Star,  "That  actual  prices 
have  varied  widely  since  the  cattle  stabilization  program  went  into  effect  last 
December*    Similar  variations  may  occur  during  the  next  feeding  season  because  of 
supply  and  demand  conditions  without  any  change  whatever  in  the  stabilization 
max  imum* " 

ONLY  A  FARMER  CAN  COLLECT 

When  a  farmer  sells  his  crop  of  legume  or  grass  seed  prior  to  harvest  to  anyone 
who  is  not  a  producer  on  the  farm,  payment  for  harvesting  the  seed  may  be  made, 
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according  to  A.  D.  Woofter  of  the  State  AAA  Committee. 

"!Where  a  farmer  permits  a  nonproducer  to  harvest  his  seed  for  a  share  of  the 
crop,  payment  may  be  made-  to  the  farmer  for  the  share  which  he  retains,"  he  said* 
"If  the  farmer  pays  cash  to  have  his  seed  harvested  and  retains  title  to  the  entire 
crop,  it  is  proper  to  allow  him  the  full  payment  for  harvesting  the  seed." 

IF  YOU  CANfT  BUY  DRIED  FRUITS  — 

Packers  will  continue  to  set  aside  their  packs  of  certain  dried  fruits  for 
government  purchase  during  the  1944-45  season.    Only  the  portion  of  the  pack  not 
needed  for  the  war  services  will  be  released  for  sale  and  delivery  in  civilian 
trade  channels*     Dried  apples,  apricots,  peaches,  pears,  prunes,  raisins,  and 
Zante  currants  are  covered  by  the  set-aside  order. 

HC'.T'S  TIGS  FOR  A  RECORD? 

More  than  99.9  per  cent  of  an  estimated  total  of  17,284  ACP  applications  have 
been  received  and  approved  by  the  State  AAA  Committee. 

Twenty-nine  New  Mexico  counties,  including   ,  have  a  record 

of  a  hundred  per  cent. 

VJFA  AGAIN  UPS  BEEF  SET-ASIDE 

Federally- inspected  slaughterers  are  now  required  to  set  aside  for  government 
procurement  half  of  the  beef  meeting  army  specifications,  following  WFA's  advance- 
ment of  the  set-aside  from  45  to  50  per  cent. 

■  F5'r^R  CATTLE  ARE  CN  FEED  IN  TEE  CORN  BELT 

Because  of  the  feed  siortage  and  the  increased  cost  involved  in  feeding 
cattle  to  a  high  finish,  beefsteaks  have  been  spending  a  shorter  time  in  the  feed 
lets  on  their  way  to  the  dinner  table.    A  general  shortening  of  the  feeding  period 
resulted  in  more  feed  cattle  being  marketed  between  January  1  and  August  1  than 
during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Available  information  indicates  that  the  reduction  in  cattle  on  feed  for 
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market  in  the  11  corn  belt  states  on  August  1  was  about  700,000  or  41  per  cent 
below  the  figure  for  a  year  earlier* 

While  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  into  the  corn  belt  during  the 
first  seven  months  of  1944  were  down  16  per  cent  from  the  heavy  in-shipments  during 
the  same  period  in  1943,  June  and  July  in-shipments  were  much  above  those  for  last 
year. 

IT'S  TBIiT  SAME  OLD  ffiiR 
You  can  take  it  from  the  Petroleum  Administration  for  VJar,  Mr.  farmer,  that 
if  your  truck  or  automobile  engine  is  knocking  more  vigorously  than  usual,  it's 
not  the  fault  of  your  dealer.    Reduced  amounts  of  tetraethyl  lead  available  for 
civilian  gasoline  are  responsible. 
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
